Clergymen were asked last 
week to appeal to their parish- 
ioners to rent rooms in their 
homes in an effort to ease the 
critical housing shortage on the 
Main Line. 

In a letter sent to all members 
of the Main Line Federation of 
Churches, Dr. B. L. Scott, presi- 
dent of the group, appealed to 
clergymen to make a request from 
their pulpits for all available 
rooms in the area. 

Special Meeting 
Dr. Scott's letter was read last 
week at a special meeting of the 
Housing Committee of the Com- 
munity Health and Civic As- 
sociation held at 25 E. Athens 
Ave.. Ardmore. The letter was 
read by Richard W. Mecaskey. 
housing chairman. 

After Dr. Scott's letter was 
read, Dr. J. Allyn Rogers, direc- 
tor of the Bryn Mawr Veterans' 
Service Center, who was present 
at the meeting, asserted that only 
two responses had been received 
from a similar appeal made from 
church pulpits five months ago. 
Veterans Need Housing 
Dr. Rogers stated that in Low- 
er Merion Township more than 
2,000 veterans alone were in need 
of some kind of housing. 

Seventy-five veterans, he said, 
were hardship cases.

Burlingame explained to Price 
that the playgrounds at the Mer- 
ion Public School on Bowman 
Ave. were used during the school 
term and the grounds needed a 
period of rest during the Sum- 
mer.

AN ORDINANCE 

To Amend the Title of Ordinance No. 

303, approved September 10, 1934, en- 
titled "An Ordinance providing for the 
health and safety of the Borough of 
Narberth by prohibiting objectionable 
accumulations of rubbish on private or 
public property, and providing penalties 
lor the violation thereof" and to amend 
said ordinance by Including dangerous 
structlons on private or public grounds 
as nuisances removable thereunder. 
THE COUNCIL OP THE BOROUGH OP 

NARBERTH DOES ORDAIN : 
SECTION 1. The title of Ordinance 
No. 303, approved September 10. 1934, 
Is hereby amended to read as follows: 

"An Ordinance Providing for the 
health and safety of the Borough of 
Narberth by prohibiting objectionable 
accumulations of rubbish and noxious 
vegetation, and the existence of dan- 
gerous structures on private or public 
property, and providing penalties for 
the violation thereof." 
SECTION 2. Section 1 of Ordinance 
Nr. 303, approved September 10, 1934, 
Is amended to read as follows: 

"Section 1, The following words shall, 
for the purpose of this ordinance, have 
the following meanings: 

"RUBBISH, as herein used, shall 
mean any waste, discarded or rejected 
matter of substance, either vegetable, 
animal or mineral, including unused 
chattels, furnishings, tools, vehicles. 
Implements, trash, debris, scrap. Junk, 
garbage, leaves, decayed or fallen trees, 
the branches or other parts thereof, 
dirt or mud washed on sidewalk or 
street pavements by rain or flowing 
water, stones, ashes, cinders, paper and 
all other superflous. abandoned or un- 
used materials or substances of what- 
soever kind and condition. 

"NOXIOUS VEGETATION shall mean 
any neglected or uncared for vegetation, 
whether living or dead, including all 
unpruned. decayed, rank or uncut 
weeds, grass, vines, hedge, planus, 
shrubs, brush, undergrowth or trees. 

"OBJECTIONABLE ACCUMULATIONS 
shall mean any accumulations of sup- 
plies, goods, chattels, merchandise, fuel, 
manufacturing waste and any and all 
materials used or to be used for build- 
ing grading or other purposes, whether 
possessing value or not. deposited or 
stored In such h manner or place, or for 
such length of time, or tinder such cir- 
cumstances as to be objectionable, tin 
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sanitary, unsightly, Inconvenient or 
dangerous, or hindering free Ingress or 
egree, Including anything above de- 
scribed as rubbish or noxious vegeta- 
tion and every other kind of material 
deposited at a Place other than, or In 
an amount In excess of, that reason- 
ably necessary to the lawful use of the 
premises for business, residence, or 
other Jegltlmate purposes. 

"DANGEROUS STRUCTURES shall 

mean any neglected, abandoned or un- 

j cared-for buildings, walls, porches, 

■ doors, windows, chimneys or other 
I structures or parts thereof which are 

permitted or allowed to remain in un- 
sightly, unsafe, unsanitary, hazardous 
or other dangerous condition." 
SECTION 3. Section 2 of Ordinance 
No. 303. approved September 10. 1934, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 
"Section 2. It shall be unlawful and 
constitute a public nuisance for any 
person, firm or corporation, whether or 
not owning or occupying private Prop- 
erty In the Borough of Narberth, to 
deposit, cause or permit the deposit, 
maintenance, growth or existence of 
rubbish, noxious vegetation, or other 
j objectlonnl accumulations, or to permit 
I the existence of a dangerous structure, 
i as above defined, or any public or prl- 
' vate property, or on or in any public 
1 ur private highway, street, lane, gutter. 
j grass plot, sidewalk, way, lawn, yard, 
I driveway, alley, or passageway in the 
i Eorough of Narberth, except as hereln- 
I before provided: construction or bulld- 
I Ing materials may, however, be deposlt- 
! ed on the streets In accordance with 
provisions made elsewhere, after obtaln- 

■ Ing a permit therefore." 
SECTION 4. Section 3 of Ordinance 

I No. 303. approved September 10, 1934, 
I Is hereby amended to read as follows: 
j "Section 3. In the case of any vlola- 
I tion of this ordinance in addition to 
| othei remedies provided by law, the 
j Borough may, after five (5) days' notice 

by the Superintendent of Public Works, 
| or In urgent cases without notice, enter 
i upon or in all such premises, with Its 

workmen, contractors, agents, and clean 
| tin and remove such rubbish, noxious 
I vegetation or other objectionable ac- 
cumulations, or dangerous structures 
| and to take such other action, at. such 
' times and as often as the Particular 

circumstances warrant, for the health 
j and cleanliness, and the beauty, con- 
I veulencc. comfort and safety of the 
I Borounh." 

I SECTION 5. Section G of Ordinance 
i No. 303. approved September 10, 1934. 
i is hereby amended to read as follows: 
i "Section 6. No person, firm or cor- 
! poration shall engage in the business 
! of removing rubbish or other accumu- 
I latlons or dangerous structures, in the 
: Borough of Narberth, unless and until 

he or they shall have obtained a permit 
j for such purpose. Such permit shall be 
i Issued free of charge by the Borough 
j Secretary or by the Superintendent of 
| rubllc Works, subject to general regu- 
j latlons governing permits and shall 
! expire on the thirty-first day of Decem- 
! ber of each year, but may be revoked 
j or suspended by the person issuing the 
I same.

War Department Forms ROTC 
Course For High School Boys; 
Grant Increased Payments 



The War Department has approved a postwar policy 
concerning the Reserve Officers Training Corps which 
makes provision for military training in two divisions, the 
Junior ROTC at approximately the secondary school edu- 
cational level, and the Senior ROTC at the junior college and 
college level, accoi'ding to Colonel Clarence T. Davis, Com- 
manding Officer of the University of Pennsylvania ROTC. 

The program is the result of a 
three-months study of the War 
Department, during which time a 
number of civilian educators and 
military authorities were consult- 
ed. Among recommendations 
adopted was one granting in- 
creased emoluments to Senior 
ROTC students to make the train- 
ing more attractive. 

The mission of the Junior 
ROTC will be to lay the founda- 
tion of intelligent citizenship and 
give the student basic military 



tirely by the, government: 

Reluming the remains to the 
States for burial by next of kin 
in a private cemetery, the gov- 
ernment to pay S50 toward cost 
of local interment expenses and 
all costs of shipping the body 
home ; 

Burying the deceased in a per- 
manent American military ceme- 
tery overseas. 

First Shipment 
The first shipment of war dead 
is not expected much before the 
end of this year due to shortages 
in caskets. In the meantme the 
army and navy will poll next of 
kin of completely identified dead 
as to the disposition of the re- 
mains. The process will take some 
time and inquiries will be mail- 
ed as the records of the 356 tem- 
porary cemeteries overseas are 
completely verified. Of the 328,- 

000 American service war dead, 
it is estimated that 75,000 never 
will be found. Shipment of the 
deceased soldiers will be made in 
special funeral ships painted white 
with a wide purple stripe circling 
the ship. The flag-draped seam- 
less caskets will be transferred un- 
der military escort to 13 redis- 
tribution points on arrival in 
special funeral trains, converted 
hospital coaches, and thence sent 
to their final resting place. Cost 
of returning the bodies will be 
about $700 per man. borne as 
pointed out above, by the govern- 
ment. 

Questions and Answers 

Q. I would like to know if 
my brother, a veterans of World 
War I, is entitled to a bonus. 
He was operated on last April 
of 1045 for a leptmc which 
started when he was in service 
loading ammunition at Camp 
Amatol. N. J. He was in the 
hospital at Lake City, Fla. The 
trouble started when he was in 
service and he just kept letting 
it run until he had to be operat- 
ed on and he is now disabled 
as far as working. — Mrs. G. H„ 
Cleveland, Ohio. 

A. No, he is not entitled to a 
bonus, since he already lias re- 
ceived his World War I bonus. He 
may be entitled to a disability 
pension. Suggest that he apply to 
the regional office of the Veter- 
ans' administration, Cuyahoga 
Building, Cleveland. 

Q. My husband is in Japan. 
He had been over there seven 
months and in the army 14 
months in all. I am in very bad 
health and unable to take care 
of our two small girls and my- 
self. Is there any chance of 
his getting a dependency dis- 
charge? He has only 38 points. 
— Mrs. O. S., Union Grove. Ala 

A. The only answer I can give 
is for him to apply to his com- 
manding officer for dependency 
discharge and see what happens. 
Q. My husband has been in 
the service for 19 months and 
has 43 points as of September 
2, 1945. He is serving overseas 
in a tank battalion. When will 
he lie eligible for discharge? — 
D. J. J., Beauregard, Miss. 

A. Latest army regulations say 
that all men with 40 points as of 
September 2, 1945, or with 24 
months service as of June 30, 1946, 
will be home by June 30. After 
June 30 further regulations like- 
ly will be announced. 

Q. My son is in the army and 

1 receive a dependency allow- 
ance from him. Would I be en- 
titled to free medical treatment 
and hospitalization? — Mrs. F. 
P.. Fort Oakley, Miss, 

A. Dependents of the four low- 
est grades are entitled to free 
medical treatment. Suggest you 
apply to your nearest army hos- 
pital or dispensary. Your local 
Red Cross can help you. 

Q. My husband has been in 
service since June 8, 1943, and 
ahs been overseas since Janu- 
ary, 1944. — Wife, Scottsboro 
Ala. 
A. As of September 2, 1945. he 
had approximately 48 points and 
will have had almost three years 
of service. If he applied for his 
discharge, he should be home now. 
Q. Do all World War I wi- 
dows get a pension now? — H. E. 
J.^Oalc, Neb. 

A. Yes, under certain conditions. 
Suggest you apply to the contact 
unit, Veterans' Administration, 
Post Office Bldg., at Hastings, 
Neb.

The Senior ROTC will carry the 
mission into the production of 
junior officers who have qualities 
and attributes essential to their 
continued development as officers 
of the Army of the United States. 
High School Course 

Junior ROTC instruction will 
be given in military school units 
of high school level and above, 
which do not grant college de- 
grees, and at regular civilian high 
schools, and may be given at cer- 
tain essentially military institutes 
which do not confer college de- 
grees but are designated as a sep- 
arate category by the Secretary of 
War. The course will consist, of 
three hours of formal instruction 
per week for three academic 
years of 32 weeks each. Students 
satisfactorily completing the 
course will be credited with the 
completion of the first year of the 
Senior ROTC. the Colonel stated. 

The Senior ROTC program, 
mostly conducted at the college 
level, will consist of two parts, 
known as the elementary course 
and the advanced course, the lat- 
ter including a Summer camp. 

The elementary course will be a 
minimum of three hours per week 
for two academic years of 32 
weeks each. It will be given at 
military institutes which offer col- 
lege courses but do not grant col- 
lege degrees, junior colleges, and 
civilian and military colleges and 
universities. 

Whereas the Junior ROTC and 
the elementary course of the 
Senior ROTC will provide only 
general military training, the ad- 
vanced Senior ROTC will be of a 
specialised type, designed to qual- 
ify selected students for reserve 
commissions in the several 
branches of the service, such as 
the Infantry, Field Artillery, and 
others. At present, there are no 
Air Force ROTC units, establish- 
ment of which will require legis- 
lative action. Summer camps will 
also be of a specialized branch 
type. 

The advanced course will con- 
sist of a minimum of five hours 
of formal instruction per week for 
two academic years of 32 weeks 
each. The Summer camp period 
will be of eight weeks duration in- 
stead of the present six, if legis- 
lation permitting the extension is 
enacted. The advanced course 
will be conducted only at civilian 
and military colleges and univer- 
sities offering four-year courses 
or longer leading to a degree. 
Continue Requirements 

Land Grant colleges which have 
required military training may 
continue this requirement with 
the War Department encouraging 
and assisting. However, all stu- 
dents will not necessarily be for- 
mally enrolled in the ROTC and 
eligible for its proposed emolu- 
ments unless they meet prescribed 
requirements. The War Depart- 
ment will seek passage of enabling 
legislation to grant emoluments to 
students in the elementary course 
of the Senior ROTC of 66 cents 
per day plus uniforms, and to in- 
crease the emoluments to students 
in the advanced course of 66 cents 
plus $1.25 per clays. The advanced 
students would be required to buy 
their own uniforms. Colonel Davis 
pointed out. Institutions desiring 
to provide a distinctive type of 
uniform or individually tailored 
uniforms for the Junior ROTC or 
the elementary Senior course may 
draw commutation in lieu of is- 
suance of Government uniforms 
in an amount set by the Quarter- 
master. Students at ROTC Sum- 
mer camps will be furnished the 
necessary field-type uniforms. 

Minimum requirements for a 
reserve commission will include 
the successful completion of four 
years education at the college 
level and the successful comple- 
tion of the Senior ROTC course. 
The student also must have 
reached the age of 21 before he is 
granted a commission. For a 
commission as a First Lieutenant 
in a professional branch, such as 
the Medical Corps, the candidate 
must have received his profes- 
sional degree. 

In case a student is specializ- 
ing in a technical or scientific 
field, such as engineering or 
chemistry, at an institution which 
does not have that ROTC branch, 
he may be sent to a Summer 
camp of the appropriate branch, 
such as the Corps of Engineers 
or Chemical Warfare Service 
camp, and obtain his commission

in that branch within quota lim- 
itations. 

Plan Negotiations 

The War Department also plans 
to negotiate with schools main- 
taining ROTC units to obtain 
academic credit for such training 
on the same basis as for non- 
military subjects where such an 
agreement does not now exist. 

Quotas for the Senior ROTC 
will be allotted annually by the 
War Department, and separate 
contracts will be executed by 
students admitted to the ele- 
mentary and advanced Senior 
ROTC courses. No contracts will 
be executed for the Junior ROTC. 

Military instruction at each in- 
stitution will be under the direc- 
tion of the Professor of Military 
Science and Tactics appointed by 
the War Department. He will be 
assisted by other officers and non- 
commissioned officers of the 
Army. If authorized by legisla- 
tion, the War Department will 
also negotiate with the individual 
institutions for the services of 
civilian instructors in the teach- 
ing of certain academic subjects 
related to the military. 

"The new program will go into 
effect," Colonel Davis said, "with 
the start of the Fall term of 1946 
insofar as existing laws and ap- 
propriations will permit. The 
present interim ROTC program 
will be absorbed into the new pro- 
gram insofar as practicable."

High Officer Tells 
Of Care Taken of 
Overseas Graves 



Temporary Military 
Cemeteries Given 
Comrades Attention 

Temporary military cemeteries 
overseas are given care and atten- 
tion reflecting simple dignity in 
the best American tradition. This 
care and attention is a symbol of 
the high regard which the military 
comrades of those who passed on, 
have today toward their respon- 
sibility for beautifying the various 
plots, according to Lt. Colonel Roy 
M. Foster of the Quartermaster 
General's Office. 

Colonel Foster returned recently 
from a tour of cemeteries in the 
European and Mediterranean The- 
ater areas and Africa Middle East 
Theater. 

"In a relatively brief period, the 
cemeteries have been beautified to 
an extraordinary degree. With full 
appreciation of the natural ad- 
vantages of the surrounding coun- 
tryside, these cemeteries will gain 
in beauty," Colonel Foster said. 

Locally employed labor directly 
under military supervision Is be- 
ing engaged in cemetery beautifi- 
cation. All cemetery areas are in- 
closed by a low stone wall or ap- 
propriately selected and, placed 
shrubbery, or by neatly construct- 
ed and white painted wooden or 
wire fences. A flag pole is erect- 
ed at each cemetery, and the 
American flag is raised daily at 
each of our cemeteries. At many 
of the cemeteries neatly painted, 
small prefabricated chapels have 
been constructed. 

Colonel Foster emphasized that 
the development, care and beau- 
tification of each individual plot 
is a military responsibility which 
is being carried out by the Graves 
Registration Command. 

"No' matter what the size of the 
cemetery, each is given the same 
care and attention," Colonel Fos- 
ter related. "For example, there 
is a small cemetery some 12 miles 
outside of Tripoli which contains 
only 29 graves. In spite of its 
small size, the area is very well 
kept and in good condition, al- 
though water has to be carried 
some distance by hand in order to 
provide for shrubs." 

Colonel Faster asserted that the 



cemetery at Champigneui, -located 
in the Mame Valley of France, \* 
typical of those he visited. 

"The markers were well aligned 
and placed in true symmetrical 
order," he said, "with stenciling, 
plus embossed plates and identi- 
fication tags, where available, 
properly fastened on the markers. 
Plots were being seeded and were 
in good condition." 

All expense for upkeep of these 
temporary military cemeteries is 
borne by the government, without 
the necessity for additional assis- 
tance from outside sources.
